The abstract should be in narrative form and generally 
limited to a single paragraph on a separate sheet within the 
range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not 
exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the 
abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited.

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

10. Claims 9-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 9, line 7, the term ""drawn"' does not have clear 
and proper antecedent basis in the claim principally because 
there is no previously-recited drawing in this claim. This 
rejection may be overcome by amending claim 9, line 4 (the 
"" forming •' step) to include language such as set forth on page 
3, lines 9-13 or page 6, lines 5-9 of the instant specification 
(this language makes clear that the yarn is formed by drawing 
from a plurality of filaments, which are spun from a polymeric 
material) . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

11. Claims 9-16 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection (s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
set forth in this Office action.
